Edinburgh, October 19, 1723. 


-_ pats I parted with you at Edinburgh, I have travelled over the moft Part of 
scotland, and cannot fay the Country is fo bad as we Englifhmen believe it 
to be. There’s bur little Hedging or Planting, which. makes it look the worfe; 
but there’s Plenty of Corn aud Eatables every where. Their Beef and Mutton 
is not fo large as ours; bur both eat yery well. They have mach the better 
of us as to Fith and Fow! of all Kinds; it you except trom the firit, Carp and 
Tench, and trom the laft, Pheafants; of which they have none. Their Malc- 
liquor is none of the belt; but this is fupplicd with Plenty of French Wine. 
They cannoc bear our Port-o-port, And what gives a better Relith to every 
Thing, they are become more cleanly fince our Cuuntrymen have been among 
them, beth in cheir Houfes aud-Linnen, and cook their V ictuals better than they 
did at any Time before. I cannot commend their Bread, which for the moft is 
made ‘of Oat Meal; and their Wheat Bread is not fo well bak’d as ours. 

In my Travels I faw a great many Rarities: I faw a Lake, the Water where- 


of is coid in Summer, and warmin Winter, and never. freezes in che coldeft Sea- 


fon. I {aw alfo a Cataraé, the Fail whereof was about 20 Fathom, of a whole 
River near as big as the Thames at Windfor. The Chapel ac Roflin is a curi- 
ous Piece of ArchiteGture: And the Cave at Hawthornden, cut out of a hard 
a. and fic to fhelter a Family, in the Time of Confufion, is a very furprizing 
ork. . 
* Bat chat which furpriz’d me moft was, to meet in many Places a Number of 
pafortunate Clergymen in a poor and tatter’d Condition. As this did raife my 
Attention, fo did it not a little move my Compafiion, and put me upon the En- 
quiry into the Caufe of their Diltrefs ; and the bett and trueft Account I could 
get is, That they were a Clergy of the Epifcopal Perfwafion, who were in the 
legal Poffeffion of the Benefices oftthe Kingdom az the Revolution; but the Civil 
Government having at that Time deciared Epifcopacy a Grievance, and a little 
after fet up the Presbyterian Government in the Room of it, the Epifcopal Cler- 
gy refufed to comply, and theretore loft cheir Livings: And whatever may be 
the Caufe of their Sufferings, certainly the Prefumption of a@ing con{cientiou< 
fly is with them. 
You know Iam not narrow in my own Principles, and yet I muft always put 
2 Value oa thofe who dare fuffer fortheirs. "Twould break a Man’s Heart to 
fee a Number of venerable old Men of the facred Order of Priefthood, wand- 
ting " and down in fuch a defolate Condition. And affoon as I return to Eng- 
land, I fail be a hearcy Advocate with all my Acquaintance for fome Contribu- 
tion forthem. And here 1 muft do Juftice to the Presbyterian Party of that Coun- 
tty, whe gencroufly throw in their Mice fortheir Relief; which they would ne- 
ver do, if theyidid not think them proper Obdje&s of their Compaffion. But a+ 
alee they getat home will not do. Money is: but a rare Commodity in 
otland. 
Tksowa Nonjuror isa Name that founds very ill with fome People, as it 
did with me for many Years, but after this, I fhall always prefer a peaceable 
Oajuror to onc who has taken the Oaths, and yet looks another Way, if any 
fuch'there be; The firft puts the Government upon their Guard, and fo in 
ome Meafure contributes to its Security; the other Blindfolds it with a faife 
one; and of all Nonjurors I think the Scots Clergy have the belt Title to Com- 
Palion, becaufe taking the Oaths to the Civil Government could avail them 
noshing,

nothing, unlefs they would give up Epifcopacy, and promife, when they pray, 
not to fay the Lord’s Prayer, nor fing the Gloria Patri, nor Koeel at the Recetving

would have complyed with, nor can I help thinking it yery much for the Ho- 
nour of the Englifh Church, that the whole Body ot a Clergy in a Neighbour- 
ing Nation, chufed rather to'give up their Benefices, and live a poor and ai. 
flied Life, than to depart from Epifcopacy, and give up thole other Points 
which are the diffinguifhing Parts of its Conftitution ; certainly it muft be 
owing to fome Miftakes, that their Sufferings are§fo little minded, cither by 
the Clergy, or other Members of our Church. ‘ 

I have dwelt longer upon this Head than I at firft intended, and do affure 
you, if I had not been convinced from the Teftimony of their Enemies, as well 
as Friends, that they were harmlefs old Men, who bore their Sufferings with 
a primitive Quietnefs, and meddled pot with any Thing that could give Of. 
fence to the Civil Government, | fhould neither have given you or my felfa- 
ny Manner of Trouble about them; their Number is now reduced to abour 80, 
and the youngeft of them turned of 60 Years ; fo that they will nor be long a 
Burden to their Friends, nor a Grievance to their Enemies. 


Wye’s Letter verbatim. London October 27, 1723. 


Etters from Vienna of the 16th Inftant inform us, That the Durch Envoy 
there has not yet received a pofitive Anfwer to his laft Memorial, tho’ he 
prefled hard for it, but was told by word-of-mouth by Prince Cordona, 

That this Affair was entirely reterred to the Decifion of the Great Council at 
Bruffels: That fince the States ground their Reafons in the faid Memorial, u- 
pon folemn Treaties, the Regency of the Auftrian Netherlands have tran{mitted 
already to the Emperor feveral Articles, to evince that the States have infring'’d 
thofe Treaties; and that he may be affur’d that the feveral InfraGtions will be 
communicated to them: ‘That afterall, no other Power befides that ot Holland, 
oppofes with fo much Vigour the eftablithing the new Eaft India Company ; 
and that the Interpofition of all other Powers in that Behalf, have been made 
Compliance with the States.- 

Mr. Speadelaw, Servant to Mr. Seabright, in the Account which he publ 
fhed Yelterday of the Murder of the Englifh Gentlemen near Calais, fays, That 
his Mafter had changed at the laft nam’d Place about 25 Guineas into Silver (n0t
